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Veteran cop’s 
son charged in 
stabbing spree 


Five murdered. Father 
of Matthew Douglas 
de Grood 'heartbroken' 
over Calgary rampage

Five young people were 
stabbed to death at a house 
party Tuesday and the son of 
a veteran police officer was 
charged with five counts of 
first-degree murder, in what 
the city’s police chief de¬ 
scribed as the “worst mass 
murder in Calgary’s history.” 

Matthew Douglas de 
Grood, 22, stands accused 
of killing four men and one 
woman at a party on Butler 
Crescent NW in Brentwood, 
shortly after 1 a.m. 

He is the son of Insp. Doug 
de Grood, a 33-year member 
of the Calgary Police Service, 
a source confirmed. 

Police Chief Rick Hanson 
said the suspect was an in¬ 
vited guest who “arrived at 
the party, obtained a large 
knife, and targeted the vic¬ 
tims one-by-one, stabbing 
them several times.” 

The suspect was tracked 
and subdued with the help 


of a police dog a short time 
later. 

Hanson said his officer 
is “heartbroken” and “abso¬ 
lutely devastated” over what 
transpired. 

The party involved Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary students 
celebrating the end of class¬ 
es for the winter semester, 
as part of annual festivities 
known as Bermuda Shorts 
Day. 

Hanson said the victims 
were a 22-year-old man from 
Priddis and four people 
from Calgary: a 23-year-old 
woman, two 23-year-old men 
and a 27-year-old man. 

An EMS spokesperson 
said at least one other party- 
goer was injured and was 
taken to hospital in stable 
condition. 

Hanson said police are 
not seeking any other sus¬ 
pects in relations to the kill¬ 
ings, and did not yet have 
any indication of motive. 

There was no indication 
that alcohol or drugs were

a factor, Hanson added, nor 
was there any evidence of a 
dispute or other type of in¬ 
cident prior to the stabbings 
that might have precipitated 
the attack. 

“Our understanding is 
that he left work to come to 
the party,” Hanson said. “He 
did have a weapon that he 
brought but our understand¬ 
ing is that primarily the 
weapon that was used was 
one that was obtained in the 
house.” 

U of C president Elizabeth 
Cannon said the university 
has been flooded with calls 
from across Canada express¬ 
ing support and condol¬ 
ences. 

“We are deeply saddened 
by this news and we will 
work with our community 
to ensure that our members 
receive the support that they 
need,” Cannon said.

The senior officer of the Fort 
McMurray RCMP has been 
charged with sexual assault 
in a case that dates back to 
an alleged attack in 1982 in 
Saskatchewan. 

Insp. Ronald Makar has 
been charged with having 
sexual intercourse with a 
female person without her 
consent, and with having sex¬ 
ual intercourse with a female 
person who was under the 
age of 14, which is how the 
charges were written in 1982. 

Makar is a 34-year veteran 
of the RCMP and was the 
operations officer in charge of 
the Fort McMurray detach¬ 
ment until this morning, 
when he was suspended with 

pay. 

A woman is also charged 
in the case. Constance Haduik 
has been arrested in Kyle, 
Sask., and charged with 
indecent assault of a female 
person. 

The alleged victim came 
forward in April 2013 and 
provided a detailed statement 
in December 2013 about the 
sexual assault she says oc¬ 
curred in Carlyle, Sask., when 
she was 12 years old. 

“As soon as we became 
aware of the allegations we 
began a comprehensive crim¬ 
inal investigation which has 
resulted in charges against 
the two identified suspects,” 
Saskatchewan RCMP Supt. 
Alfredo Bangloy said in a 
release. 

Bangloy applauded the vic¬ 
tim for coming forward, and 
said it’s difficult for RCMP to 
deal with a case involving one 
of their own. 

“For a serving pohce of¬ 
ficer to be facing charges like 
this is extremely disturbing,” 
he said, the Canadian press

Five university students will 
indelibly be linked to the 
worst-ever mass homicide in 
Calgary’s histoiy. 

But the so-called “BSD5” 
(for Bermuda Shorts Day 5) 
were remembered Tuesday 
for what they meant to their 


famihes, friends and fellow 
students. 

Eric Grant lost one of his 
best friends, Zackariah Rath- 
well, when violence erupted 
at a Brentwood house party. 

“When someone snuffed 
their fight out, it affected a lot 
of people,” Grant said outside 
a vigil held at the University of 
Calgaiy. 

Metro confirmed four of 
the five stabbing victims as 
Rathwell, Joshua Hunter, 
Jordan Segura and Lawrence 
Hong. 

Tire fifth victim was widely 
reported to be Kaitlin Perras. 

Online mourners used the 
hashtag #BSD5 to pay tribute 
to their fallen classmates. 

Rathwell, a 23-year-old Cal- 


gaiy resident and student at 
the Alberta Colleges of Art and 
Design, and Hunter, a 22-year- 
old Priddis native enrolled in 
a business program at U of C, 
were both members of the 
band Zackariah & The Proph¬ 
ets. The quartet had only just 
celebrated the release of their 
EP at a party Saturday. 

Band member and close 
friend Kyle Tenove described 
the pair as “legendaiy musi¬ 
cians.” 

“All 1 want to say is they 
were my little brothers and 
1 love them so much and I’ll 
never be the same without 
them,” he added. 

Victim Jordan Segura, a 
fellow U of C student, was re¬ 
membered for having the abil¬ 


ity to fight up a room, accord¬ 
ing to cousin Monica Segura. 
She added that his family had 
been left “heartbroken” by 
word of his death. 

“He had a heart of gold and 
a passion for fife and know¬ 
ledge,” she said. “It was hard 
to be around him and not 
smile.” 

Urban studies student Law¬ 
rence Hong was remembered 
for his style, although that 
wasn’t always the case. 

Mike Wells met Hong at 
Bishop O’Byme High School 
and the pair became part of a 
group of “nerdy kids that no 
one really got.” 

Little is known about Per¬ 
ras, with distant family mem¬ 
bers declining comment.

Council votes to put *tax room’ into city roads 


Deadline looms. 

Foundation looking for 
support to move ahead 


City councillors committed 
to as much as $55 million 
for the proposed Edmonton 
Galleria project late Tuesday 
night, but it’s unclear if the 
support will be enough to see 
the $l-billion project move 
ahead. 

The project, which propos¬ 
es to build four new theatres 
in the area just north of city 
hall, is being run by a foun¬ 
dation that was hoping for 
support from council to move 
ahead. 

After a lengthy in-camera 
session, councillors voted to 
approve funding for a ped- 
way to the project but made 
it contingent on a broader 
agreement. The pedway is 


on a tight construction time¬ 
table due to construction of 
the Royal Alberta Museum. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson 
said council was attempting 
to show their commitment 
but also make it clear they 
wouldn’t be alone in stepping 
up to the table. 

“ft lets people know that 
there is a need from those 
benefiting from pieces of it, 
that they are going to have to 
decide how important it is to 
them,” he said. 

Council also approved 
a proposed land purchase 
for the building but made 
it subject to a firm commit¬ 
ment from the University of 
Alberta to the project and the 
foundation securing a private 
tenant. 

Jim Brown, with the 
foundation, said they did 
not know how to interpret 
council’s decision and needed 
more information. 

“Until we understand 
what this means, we are in a 
bit of a limbo,” he said. 


City councillors voted to put 
$27.1 milhon into Edmonton’s 
roads Tuesday. 

Councillors unanimously 
agreed to spend the money, 
spread over the next two years, 
to focus on road maintenance 
in an effort to get ahead of the 
city’s pot hole problem. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
heard “loud and clear” dur¬ 
ing the campaign that citizens 
wanted the investment. 

“People said if you are 


going to do an investment 
in anything, do it to fix my 
roads,” he said. 

The money comes as the 
province’s educational prop¬ 
erty-tax request came in lower 
than the city expected when 
it set the budget in December. 
Council could have reduced 
the tax increase from 4.92 per 
cent to 3.25 per cent but opted 
to put the money into roads. 

The $27 milhon will be 
broken up, with $10 million

being spent this year on top of 
the $39 milhon the city is al¬ 
ready set to spend. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
that with the province not 
needing the funds, it made 


sense for the city to put them 
to good use. 

“It’s a veiy wise use of the 
tax room that has become 
available to us,” he said. 

Sohi said he hopes there 
will be a longer-term commit¬ 
ment to roads in this year’s 
capital budget. 

“We need to catch up. 
We’re investing about half of 
what we should be to keep up 
our roadway infrastructure.”

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LRT cash. Mayor says 
lobbying firm helped city 
secure provincialfnnds 


Mayor Don Iveson defended a 
$351,000 contract with a lob¬ 
bying firm Tuesday that was 
used to help the city secure 
funding for the southeast LRT. 

The contract, first reported 
by CBC, was with a Vancouver 
firm, the Stewart Group, that 
Iveson said speciahzes in tran¬ 
sit projects. 

“There is nobody else hke 
them, as far as we can tell. 
They are the national experts 
on how to put together a strat¬ 
egy,” he said. 

Iveson stressed that he 
made the case for the project 
with both the provincial and 
federal governments, but the 
group gave him good advice 
on what to say. 

“We did not hire lobbyists. 
1 did all of the lobbying. 1 just 
had really good advice to make 
sure 1 could go in there and 
make the best case,” he said. 

When the city announced 
its LRT advocacy campaign, 
Iveson said it would cost 
$275,000. He said he thought 
he was being clear that was 



only the advertising costs. 

“1 apologize for any confu¬ 
sion about the $275,000 num¬ 
ber,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
any money was clearly worth 
the investment, because the 
city received $600 milhon in 
provincial funds for the pro¬ 
ject. 

“This campaign has been 
hugely successful for us to mo- 
bihze Edmontonians,” he said.

Maskwacis RCMP are 
reporting a 42-year-old 
woman being held in their 
custody died early Tuesday 
morning after she was ar¬ 
rested Friday night.

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Ukrainian military clashes 
with pro-Russian insuigents 


Eastern uprising. First 
action since president's 
‘anti-terrorist 
operation’ announced 


In the first Ukrainian militaiy 
action against a pro-Russian up¬ 
rising in the east, government 
forces said they clashed Tues¬ 
day with about 30 armed gun¬ 
men at a small airport. 

The clash came hours after 
Ukraine’s acting president, 
Oleksandr Turchynov, had 
annoimced an “anti-terrorist 
operation” against the armed, 
pro-Russian insurgents who 
had seized control of numerous 
buildings in at least nine cities 
in Ukraine’s restive east. 

The central government has 
so far been unable to rein in 
the insurgents, who it says are 
being stirred up by paid opera¬ 
tives from Russia. The insur¬ 
gents are demanding broader 
autonomy and closer ties with 
Russia. 

The clashes Tuesday came at 


Kramatorsk airport, just south 
of the city of Slovyansk, which 
is 160 kilometres from the Rus¬ 
sian border. The city has come 
under the increasing control of 
the gunmen who seized it last 
weekend. 

The precise sequence of 
events in Kramatorsk was 
mired in confusion amid 
contradictoiy official claims. 
Ukraine’s security services anti¬ 
terrorist unit chief, Gen. Vasyl 
Krutov, speaking outside Kra¬ 
matorsk airport, said his men 
managed to thwart an attack 
by fighters in green mihtaiy 
uniforms without insignia who 
tried to storm the facility in the 
late afternoon. 

There were conflicting 
reports of casualties. Yuiy 
Zhadobin, co-ordinator of a 
pro-Russian defence force, said 
two people were shghtly in¬ 
jured and were taken to a hos¬ 
pital. Russian media, without 
sourcing, claimed anywhere 
from four to 11 casualties at the 
airport. The Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment said there were no casual¬ 
ties. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



Berlusconi sentenced to community service 



Former Itahan prime minister 
Silvio Berlusconi was ordered 
Tuesday to spend four hours 
a week helping the elderly to 
repay society for his tax fraud 
conviction, a sentence that im¬ 
poses few restrictions on his 
campaigning in the upcoming 
European elections. 

The 77-year-old three-time 
former prime minister cannot 


run in the elections due to the 
conviction, but he remains in¬ 
fluential in politics as head of 
the Forza Itaha party. His sup¬ 
port is also crucial for a consti¬ 
tutional reform to abohsh the 
Senate sought by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Matteo Renzi. The two men 
met on the eve of the court’s de¬ 
cision in Renzi’s ofiices, accord¬ 
ing to Italian media reports. 


Berlusconi’s four-year sen¬ 
tence for tax fraud was con¬ 
firmed by Italy’s highest court 
last summer, the first ever 
against the media mogul in 
dozens of prosecutions, and re¬ 
duced to one year under a gen¬ 
eral amnesty aimed at easing 
overcrowding in Itahan prisons. 
Due to Berlusconi’s age and 
the relatively short sentence. 


prison time was never hkely. 
He was, however, booted from 
the Senate and given a two-year 
ban on running for elected of¬ 
fice. 

Berlusconi’s appeals trial for 
a conviction for having paid for 
sex with a minor and using his 
influence to cover it up is sched¬ 
uled to open in Jime.

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Tobacco companies 
pay bUlions to states 
under settlement 


$6B US annually. 

Payments come amid 
criticism that U.S. 
states should be using 
more of the money for 
tobacco-prevention 
programs 


America’s top cigarette makers 
said Tuesday they have made 
about $6 billion US in annual 
payments as part of a long¬ 
standing settlement in which 
some companies are paying 
states for smoking-related 
health care costs. 

Under the 1998 Master 
Settlement Agreement, par¬ 
ticipating tobacco companies 
agreed to make biUions in pay¬ 
ments to 46 states, Puerto Rico,

the U.S. Virgin Islands, Amer¬ 
ican Samoa, Guam, the U.S. 
commonwealth of the North¬ 
ern Mariana Islands and the 
District of Columbia over more 
than two decades. States first 
received fuU payments under 
the settlement in 1999. It was 
estimated that the companies 
would pay up to $246 biUion 


over 25 years. Future annual 
payments also will continue in 
perpetuity. 

The billions in annual pay¬ 
ments come amid criticism 
from public health officials that 
states are using only a small 
amount of the money to fund 
tobacco-prevention programs, 
making it harder to reduce 
death and disease caused by 
tobacco use. The settlement did 
not mandate that the money 
was to be used for anti-tobacco 
and stop-smoking programs. 

While states on average have 
never spent as much the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention would like, the total 
has declined dramatically in 
recent years as states have grap¬ 
pled with budget deficits. Many 
also have raised tobacco taxes 
in order to increase revenue.

RCMP officials say Nigel 
Wright, former chief of staff to 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er, won’t face criminal charges 
in connection with the ongoing 
Senate expenses scandal. 

Wright resigned as Harper’s 
right-hand man after it was 
disclosed he wrote a personal 
cheque for $90,000 to Mike 


Duffy to allow the disgraced 
former senator to repay dis¬ 
allowed housing expenses. 

Investigators now say the 
evidence gathered “does not 
support criminal charges” 
against Wright. 

In a statement distrib¬ 
uted Tuesday by lawyer Peter 
Mantas, Wright sounded a note 


of vindication. 

“My intention was to secure 
the repayment of taxpayer 
funds. 1 beheved that my ac¬ 
tions were always in the pubhc 
interest and lawful,” Wright 
said. “The outcome of the 
RCMP’s detailed and thorough 
investigation has now upheld 
my position.” 


The news also prompted a 
brief statement Tuesday from 
the Prime Minister’s Office. 

“We are pleased the RCMP 
has made progress in their 
work,” it said. “The Prime Min¬ 
ister’s Office will continue offer¬ 
ing eveiy possible assistance to 
the RCMP’s investigation.”

pay respects 


‘He’s missed.’ Prime

More than a thousand digni¬ 
taries and citizens lined up 
Tuesday to pay respects to 
Jim Flaherty, the former 
finance minister whose un¬ 
expected death last week 
shocked many across the 
country. 

As Irish ditties played 
softly over speakers, mourn¬ 
ers filed into a low-lit room, 
where Flaherty’s casket lay 
between two Mounties in 
ceremonial dress, his wid¬ 
ow and triplet sons on one 
side. 

John Ascott was among 
those arriving early to 
sign a book of condolences 
downstairs. 

“He made a great sacri¬ 


fice for this country and 1 
was deeply saddened by his 
passing and shocked,” As¬ 
cott said. 

“It was the least 1 could 
do to come out here and 
pay my condolences to his 
family and honour his ser¬ 
vice to Canada.” 

First to greet Christine 
Elliott as she stood near the 
Maple Leaf-covered casket 
of her late husband was On¬ 
tario Lt.-Gov. David Onley. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper arrived late after¬ 
noon for a private viewing, 
as hundreds more people 
lined up for a second visita¬ 
tion. 

Harper, who has ex¬ 
pressed personal sorrow 
at Flaherty’s death, used a 
back entrance and did not 
speak to the media.

The visitation — which 
preceded a state funeral 
at St. James Cathedral in 
downtown Toronto on 
Wednesday — was held in 
Flaherty’s Whitby riding 
at the Abilities Centre that 
also caters to the disabled. 

The former federal and 
provincial finance minis¬ 
ter and Elliott, a Progres¬ 
sive Conservative member 
of the Ontario legislature, 
were strong supporters of 
the centre. 

In Flaherty’s honour, the 
country’s five largest banks 


pledged a combined $1 mil¬ 
lion to the facility. 

“In addition to his tre¬ 
mendous contributions to 
Canada’s economic well-be¬ 
ing, Flaherty was a tireless 
champion of people living 
with disabilities,” they said 
in a statement. 

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford, 
a Flaherty family friend, 
was among those attending 
the visitation. 

Flags have been flying 
at half-mast on Parliament 
Hill since Flaherty’s death 
and Canadians have been 
signing an online book of 
condolences.

Investigation launched 


More than 6o% of 
female inmates on 
mood-altering 
medication 

Canada’s prison watchdog 
has launched an investiga¬ 
tion into the prescribing 
practices in federal prisons, 
after it was revealed that 
more than 60 per cent of 
female inmates across the 
countiy are receiving psychi¬ 


atric medication. 

A joint investigation by 
The Canadian Press and CBC 
has learned that in August 
2013, of 591 female federal 
inmates in five correctional 
institutions, 370 were be¬ 
ing prescribed at least one 
psychotropic medication — 
drugs that impact mood and 
behaviour. 

When separated by 
region, the prescription rate 
jumps to almost 75 per cent 
in some prisons.

Working to prevent 
exploitation 

In 2009, Edmonton police laid the first human 
trafficking charges in the city’s histoiy after 
three women were discovered working under 
extreme conditions at a local body rub parlour. 

Located on the north end of the city, Sachi 
Professional Massage and Spa was raided by 
pohce, who called the conditions of the victims 
“modern-day slaveiy.” 

Ranging in age from 21 to 41, the three 
women worked and slept in the same room in 


the parlour, which was open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. City regulations have since 
changed, limiting the hours of operation at 
body rub parlours to 7 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

According to pohce, the women came 
to Canada legally from Beijing and Fiji after 
answering a newspaper ad for a job in the mas¬ 
sage industry. 

While three people were charged in con¬ 
nection to the case, ACT Alberta, an advocacy 
group that works with pohce and other local 
stakeholders to address human trafficking 
in the province, reported all charges were 
dropped because victims refused to testify.

Eveiy two weeks, another 10 
to 15 women join Edmonton’s 
sex trade. 

In a city-run information 
course, they take the last step 
towards being licensed to 
work in one of Edmonton’s 
body rub parlours. 

After a criminal record 
check is complete they take 
part in the three-hour class 
and become licensed to work 
in one of the parlours. Sarah 
Croll, a municipal enforce¬ 
ment officer, is part of the 
group that oversees these 
classes that she says give out 
fundamental information sex 
workers need. 

“Knowledge is really im¬ 
portant for those who have 
either never worked in the in¬ 
dustry before or workers who 
just were never told,” she said. 

In addition to tutorials on 
bylaws and provincial employ¬ 
ment standards, class atten¬ 
dees can also get tips on de¬ 
claring income and taxes. 

Kate Quinn, from Edmon¬ 
ton’s Centre to End All Sexual 
Exploitation, says the class 
is a way of making sure the 
women entering the parlours 
know their rights. 

“We are able to inform 
them about what they are get¬ 
ting into, so kind of eyes wide 
open, these are the realities 
and here are some facts,” she 
said. 

Quinn said women en¬ 
tering the sex trade often 
don’t understand that they 
have rights. 

“You have the right not to 
be sexually assaulted and this 
is what sexual assault looks 
like,” she tells the women in 
the class. “You have rights 


if you become a victim of 
crime.” 

Croll regularly visits the 
city’s hcensed parlours to 
introduce herself to women 


in the industry, hopeful that 
this familiarity will make it 
easier for individuals to come 
to her and other enforcement 
officers for help later, if neces- 


saiy. 

“It’s a really good chance 
for us to build a relationship 
before we actually venture out 
into the studios,” she said. 


Under the 
law. ‘It’s just 
another 
licence’ 

Despite the recent Supreme 
Court of Canada decision, 
selling sex is still illegal in 
Canada. Yet in some of Ed¬ 
monton’s massage parlours, 
it’s happening every day. 

The city runs classes for 
body rub workers, regulates 
where businesses can be 
located and their hours of 
operation. 

“The topic may generate 
people’s strong opinions, 
but it’s just another licence 
that we issue,” said Garry 
Dziwenka, Edmonton’s 
director of licensing. 

He says the city’s bylaws 
aim to keep workers safe 
above all else. 

“The City of Edmonton 
has put in a progressive 
legislative model that 
focuses on the safety of the 
workers and the safety of 
the neighbourhoods.” 

The regulations call for 
criminal record checks and 
require at least two people 
to be working at each estab¬ 
lishment at any given time. 
Parlours also must be at 
least 100 metres away from 
schools and daycare centres. 

Municipal enforcement 
officer Sarah Croll, along 
with an Edmonton police 
officer, visit each licensed 
parlour at least once a 
month. 

“We will go out to every 
single one of them and we 
will spend time checking 
the licences, making sure 
that everyone who is there 
is licensed to be there,” she 
said. 

“It’s a very transient 
type of industry so we want 
to make sure that our list 
matches their list and we 
know where people are 
working should we need 
to get a hold of them,” she 
said.

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Legit massage 
therapists nibbed

Separating legitimate 
from intimate. Illicit 
body rub biz puts 
sexual pressure on 
some masseuses with 
above-board practices 


Legitimate massage therapists 
say they are tired of people 
assuming their work comes 
with the same “happy end¬ 
ing” that body rub parlours 
offer. 

Chandra Kastem, the as¬ 
sistant executive director of 
the massage therapists as¬ 
sociation of Alberta, said her 
industry faces demands for 
sexual services that no other 
health professional faces. 

“You don’t go to a chiro¬ 
practor and expect that or any 
number of other professions 
that involve an individual re¬ 
lationship,” she said. 

She said massage ther¬ 
apists get customers who 
expect sex to be part of legit¬ 
imate massage. It creates con¬ 
cerns and safety risks. 

“We work in isolation so a 
lot of times you have an indi¬ 
vidual practitioner either in a 
business or a home, working 
on their own,” she said. 

She said the industiy also 
has to deal with the stigma 
created by the blurred line. 

“When people hear ‘mas¬ 
sage parlour,’ they immedi¬ 
ately think of the less-than- 
above-board practice, and 
that stigma is what continues 
to drive members of the pub-

lie who are looking for those 
adult entertainment services 
into our businesses.” 

During the 2011 federal 
election campaign, it was re¬ 
ported that then-NDP leader 
Jack Layton was found in a To¬ 
ronto massage parlour during 
a pohee raid 15 years earher. 
The worker in the parlour was 
a registered massage ther¬ 
apist, and the event prompted 
an open letter from massage 
therapists across the countiy. 

“The insinuation that a 
massage therapist is anything 
but a health professional 
does nothing to vahdate or 
improve the image of the pro¬ 
fession in the public psyche,” 
read the letter. 

Kastem said the best solu¬ 
tion to this problem would 
be for massage therapists to 
be regulated in all provinces, 
as they currently are in New 
Bmnswick, Newfoundland, 
Ontario and British Columbia. 
She said registration would 
allow them to better draw a 
line. 

Kastem said that if mas¬ 
sage therapists were regulated 


they would be able to stop 
people who aren’t trained 
from calling themselves ther¬ 
apists and find other ways to 
create clearer lines between 
the two industries.

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Hockey parents troll online 
forums to criticize players

“How can a fat, out of shape 
dad have a kid who is a real 
athlete? Not likely.” 

Hockey parents in On¬ 
tario have taken to an online 
forum to bully young players 
with nasty comments such 
as the one above, and back- 
and-forth banter harshly 
criticizing their skill. 

Network54.com is a free 
message board website 
filled with everything from 
basketball and hockey try¬ 
outs to video game forums, 
but several threads posted by 
Ottawa hockey parents have 
gotten downright nasty. One 
post criticizes an elite-level 
teenaged female AA hockey 
player, arguing she doesn’t 
belong on a certain Ottawa 
hockey team. 

“But Daddy and Mommy 
have pumped her head up so 
much that she can barely get 
a helmet on,” the anonym¬ 
ous post read. 

Another thread entitled 
“AA parents who think their 
kids is AAA” calls out an¬ 
other young player as get¬ 
ting a “free ride,” on a AAA 
team. 

“What you have is a loser 
kid who can’t make a team 
on his own merit,” one post 
read. 

Others were so shocking, 
they were not fit to print.

tion (OHF) executive direc¬ 
tor Phillip McKee has been 
aware of the site for years, 
but because it’s anonymous 
and based out of California, 
there is nothing his organ¬ 
ization can do. 

“People who go on here 
anonymously aren’t ac¬ 
countable for the words they 
say or the actions they say,” 
said McKee, adding that the 
OHF has suspended parents 
and players in the past for 
making inappropriate re¬ 
marks via Twitter or Face- 
book. “As adults, we are the 
leaders and role models for 
our children. This to us as an 
organization is unacceptable 
behaviour, and if they said it 
face to face in the rink, they 
would be suspended.” 

Hockey parent and coach 
Sam Seymour has three chil¬ 
dren who play hockey — 
one who plays AAA in the 
Outaouais region of western 
Quebec. He said there are 
similar sites in Quebec and 
the nasty banter is just as 
ugly on those sites. He noted 
he would hate for parents 
to be talking about his chil¬ 
dren the way they have been 
about others. 

“Concerning? Yes. Sur¬ 
prising? No,” said Seymour. 

“The interactions in the 
rinks are crazy enough that 
1 don’t know why we want 
something else to facilitate 
it.” 

Metro set up an account 
on the site and reached out 
to the parents, but nobody 
came forward. 

The Ontario Minor Hock¬ 
ey Association is introdu¬ 
cing a mandatory “Respect 
in Sport” course for hockey 
parents in the province for 


the 2014-15 season and al¬ 
though Seymour said aware¬ 
ness is never a bad thing, 
he’s not so sure a one-hour 
online course will cure crazy 
hockey parents. 

“Taking a course doesn’t 


change a person’s innate 
behaviour, but hopefully it 
makes them more aware and 
1 think people are becoming 
more aware of where the 
lines are,” he said.

Impacting 

confidence 

An Ottawa developmental 
psychologist says an 
online hockey forum for 
parents that targets and 
criticizes young players 
could be the trigger that 
makes them leave the 
game for good. 

Anne Bowker, associ¬ 
ate professor of develop¬ 
mental psychology at 
Carleton University, said 
if kids and teenagers 
come across the nasty 
banter that parents have 
been writing on Net- 
work54.com’s Ontario 
hockey forums, it could 
magnify any self-confi¬ 
dence issues they have 
about themselves. 

Bowker did a study on 
hockey parents five years 
ago, attending 70 games 
and writing down what 
parents were saying at 
the rinks. What she found 
was that most parents are 
supportive and positive 
with a “small minority” of 
aggressive parents shout¬ 
ing from the bleachers. 

“A parent expressing 
those kinds of negative 
comments can have an 
impact on how a kid 
feels about himself and 
whether they continue to 
play that sport,” she said. 

She thinks, or at least 
hopes, the online trolls 
are part of that minority.

Making their own 
beer and wine 

People in Nova Scotia 
would be allowed to make 
their own wine and beer in 
so-caUed U-Vint and U-Brew 
stores under provincial legis¬ 
lation introduced Tuesday. 

Finance Minister Diana 
Whalen, responsible for the 
Liquor Control Act, said this 
would allow hcensing stores 
to ferment on premises. 

“We know this is a service 
that Nova Scotians want,” 
said Whalen. 

She said regulations to 
govern health and safety, 
hcensing fees and penalties 
are being drafted. 

Ross Harrington, who 
owns Wine Kitz, said he was 
satisfied his business would 
be moved out of a legal 
“grey area.” He also said 
he is also encouraged that 
the government is seeking 
input from the industiy.

U.S.-Russia in space 


Canada focusing 
on own duties 

The head of the Can¬ 
adian Space Agency, Walt 
Natynczyk, says sanctions 
taken against Russia for its 
invasion of Crimea are not 
affecting operations on the 
International Space Station. 

NASA is continuing 
co-operation related to the 
space station, but has sev¬ 
ered its ties with Russia and 
forbidden its employees 
from travelhng there. 

Natynczyk says Canada 
continues to work with ah 
its partners in the space 
station, which include the 
United States and Russia. 

“We’re just going to 
focus on continued success 
with the responsibihties 
that Canada has,” he said.

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Gone flat. Coca-Cola posts 
lowest pop sales since 1999 


Coca-Cola, the world’s biggest 
beverage maker, said Tuesday 
that the amount of soda it 
sold globally fell for first time 
in 15 years. 

The drop in the first quar¬ 
ter was offset by stronger 
sales of its noncarbonated 
drinks that include Minute 
Maid, Powerade and Dasani 
bottled water. Overall vol¬ 
ume rose two per cent, an 
improvement from the one 
per cent increase the previ¬ 
ous quarter. 

But the one per cent de¬ 
cline in global soda volume 
is notable for Coca-Cola: The 
last time the figure fell was in 
1999, according to the com¬ 
pany. 

Gary Fayard, the com¬ 
pany’s outgoing chief finan¬ 
cial officer, attributed the 
drop partly to the timing 
of Easter, which falls in the 
second quarter this year in¬ 
stead of the first. 

“It’s not as concerning to 
us as it would look at first 
pass,” he said in a phone 
interview. 

He also cited a double-digit 
soda decline in Great Britain, 
where the company stood by 
its pricing despite switching 
to smaller bottles. For the full 
year, Fayard said he expects 
global soda volume to be posi¬ 
tive. 



The decline in global soda 
volume comes as Coca-Cola 
increasingly is relying on 
non-carbonated beverages to 
boost sales as sodas continue 
to face pressure, both at home 
and abroad. In developed na¬ 
tions like the U.S., soda has 
been under fire for years over 
concerns that it fuels weight 
gain. More recently, execu¬ 
tives have blamed declines in 
diet sodas on concerns about 
artificial sweeteners. 

For the quarter, Coca- 
Cola’s soda volume slipped 
one per cent in North Amer¬ 
ica and five per cent in Eur¬ 
ope. It also took a hit in Mex¬ 
ico as the country instituted 
a tax on the sugary drinks, 
although the company didn’t 
specify the severity of the de¬ 
cline.

Short-term rentals. 

Whether legal or not, 
residents are renting 
out their homes, so now 
the City by the Bay aims 
to impose some rules 


San Francisco lawmakers are 
considering making it legal for 
city residents to rent out their 
homes on sites such as Airbnb, 
but only if they have habihty 
insurance and meet other re¬ 
quirements, a newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

Supervisor David Chiu intro¬ 
duced legislation Tuesday that 
seeks to lift a ban on short-term 
housing rentals, according to 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 
Other cities, including New 


York, have similar prohibitions. 

New York’s attorney gen¬ 
eral has demanded that Airbnb 
turn over data about New York 
City residents who have put 
hstings on the site as part of 
an investigation into whether 
they are breaking a state law 
barring sublets for fewer than 
30 days if the occupants are not 
present. 

On its website, Airbnb 
warns hosts to be aware of the 
laws in their city, noting that 
some restrict people’s ability 
to host paying guests for short 
periods. 

Tenant groups applauded 
Chiu’s bill, while advocates for 
property owners said it does 
not adequately address their 
concern that short-term rent¬ 
ers could pose a safety and 
health risk to other tenants.

And that’s just the part we can repeat in a 
family newspaper. 

Obviously, Father Kelly’s lyrics are more 
matrimonial, but his voice still captures the 
rapture of the magnificent chorus that the 
now-deceased singer Jeff Buckley first nailed 
in the first cover version all the way back in 
1994. The original, recorded way back in Co¬ 
hen’s wry, dry monotone, inspired no one but 
connoisseurs of clever lyrics, but since Buck- 
ley’s cover, it’s gone on to sell more than a mil¬ 
lion digital copies, has been ranked number 259 on Rolling 
Stone’s 500 Greatest Songs of All Time, and a British poll of 50 
songwriters listed it among the top 10 tracks of all time. John 
Legend, no stranger to soulful music, calls the Buckley version 
“one of the most beautiful pieces of recorded music I’ve ever 


heard.” 

What is it about this song? Is it that “secret chord/That 
David played and it pleased the Lord?” Or is it the fact that Co¬ 
hen rewrote the song 80 times, at times banging his head 
against the floor. It got to him, too. 

It got to Bob Dylan, Neil Diamond and k.d. lang. It got to 
various American Idol, X Factor and The Voice contestants, and 
it got to the music producers of half the soundtracks of half the 
shows on TV. 

It got to the Maccabeats of Yeshiva University. And it got to 
Father Ray Kelly at a wedding in Ireland. 

In a way, it’s the Hallelujah Chorus of our time: bitter, 
mournful, ironic, haunting... and redeeming. 

The last verse sends chills down my spine: 

“1 did my best/lt wasn’t much/1 couldn’t feel so 1 tried to 
touch 

“I’ve told the truth/1 didn’t come to fool ya 

“And even though it all went wrong/1’11 stand before the 
Lord of Song 

“With nothing on my tongue but Hallelujah. 

“Hallelujah.”

Skywatchers catch 
rare 'blood moon’ 

Sky-gazers in North and 
South America, Australia and 
New Zealand weretreated to 
a full lunar eclipse — at least 
those fortunate enough to 
have clear skies.

Southern Italy may be known 
as the birthplace of pizza, but 
a tour down the boot offers a 
culinaiy, historical and esthetic 
experience that goes far beyond 
a bit of crust and marinara. For 
travellers hungiy for an excur¬ 
sion away from the travel guide 
must-dos, the Amalfi Coast and 
Apuha regions are perfect for 
the Itahan enthusiast. 

The Amalfi Coast 

Those who can stomach the 
winding narrow roads and 
steep chfis of the Amalfi Coast 
will be treated to beautiful, 
rmspoiled views of the Mediter¬ 
ranean. Lush in greeneiy, the 
re^on is spotted with vertically 
built farms, quaint towns and 
pebble beaches. There is even 
an island or two off the azure 
horizon. 

Eat and stay: Plenty of hotels 
dot the coastline, including 
the Hotel Delfino, which looks 
onto the island of Capri. Stop in 
the town of Amalfi for lunch on 
the beach at the Marina Grande 
restaurant. 

What to do: Take in a concert 
at the Villa Rufolo in RaveUo. 
The area inspired Wagner’s 
final opera Parsifal and the

The labyrinth of Matera 

It may seem like you are lost 
in the middle of nowhere, but 
historic Matera’s maze of walls 
and corridors is worth the trek 
off the tourist routes, especially 
for an ’80s kid who dreamed of 
chasing David Bowie’s Goblin 
King from the film Labyrinth. 
From the paleolithic era right 


up to the 1960s, locals inhabit¬ 
ed the Sassi di Matera (meaning 
“stones of Matera”) — ancient 
cave dwellings along a canyon 
below the city. Some of the 
caves have been turned into 
museums, while others now 
house luxuiy hotels and restau¬ 
rants. 

Eat and stay: Take advantage 
of the city’s histoiy and stay at 
the Sant’Angelo Luxuiy Resort, 
which overlooks the canyon 
and caves. Matera is full of hid¬ 
den cafes and restaurants — 
many in caves — so you can ht- 


erally find your own 
hole in the wall. 


Indulge in Lecce 

While the town has a distinct 
laid-back style — men in blaz¬ 
ers and caps ride by on bicycles 
and well-dressed women walk 
the city cobbles in flats — Lecce 
is a feast for the stomach rather 
than the eyes. The Apulia re¬ 
gion is known for its fish and 
fave e cicorie selvatiche (a tasty 
fava bean and chicoiy soup) 
found on most menus. The real 
treat is a regional dessert called 
pasticciotto: a crunchy-sweet 
pastiy filled with creamy lem¬ 
on custard. 


Time travel 
in Otranto 

It may be

• Using muffin tins to make 
these helps create a per¬ 
fect size for everyone big 
and small in the family.

• These can be made up to 
2 days ahead and kept re¬ 
frigerated to be reheated 
quickly in the microwave.

1. In skillet, heat oil over 
medium heat and cook onion 
and pepper for 2 minutes or 
until softened. Add broccoh, 
ham, thyme and pepper; cover 
and steam for 3 mins or until 
tender crisp and bright green. 
Divide mix among 12 greased 
muffin tins. Sprinkle cheese 
over top of vegetable mixture. 

2. In bowl, whisk together, 
eggs, egg whites, milk, bran 
and whole wheat flour. Pour 
evenly over vegetable and 
cheese mixture. Bake in 400 F 
(200 C) oven for about 20 min¬ 
utes or until golden, set and 
puffed. Let cool slightly before 
serving.

Eggs are never low fat, but 
you can ensure you’re get¬ 
ting good fat by using omega 
eggs and cooking in omega 
oil instead of butter. Add 
some whole grain toast to 
round out the meal. 

1. In small bowl, stir togeth¬ 
er mozzarella, ricotta, basil, 
chives, salt and pepper. Set 
aside. 

2. In another bowl, whisk 
eggs together until frothy. 


In small nonstick frying pan, 
heat 2 tsp (10 ml) of the oil 
over medium-low heat, swirl¬ 
ing to coat pan. Pour half of 
eggs into pan. Cook for 30 
seconds, lifting cooked edge 
of eggs up with rubber spat¬ 
ula to allow uncooked eggs 
to flow underneath. 

3. Sprinkle with half of 
cheese mixture, leaving 3/4- 
inch (2 cm) border bare all 
the way around. Cook for 1 
to 2 minutes. Run rubber 


spatula around the edge to 
loosen then fold in half Slide 
onto a plate. Repeat with re¬ 


maining oil, eggs and cheese 
mixture.

like some supermodel sa¬ 
shaying down the runway, the 
Chiysler 200 made its much-an¬ 
ticipated entrance at the 2014 
North American International 
Auto Show in Detroit, Mich., in 
Januaiy. 

Was it worth the wait? 

If first impressions count, 
the answer is yes. The Detroit- 
built high-fashion sedan with 


its decidedly Italian underpin¬ 
nings is a far cry from the previ¬ 
ous-generation model, both in 
style and content. 

From any angle, the 
Chiysler 200 has a leading-edge 
contemporaiy look that’s veiy 
easy on the eyes. 

The interior is as attractive 
as the sheet metal, with easy-to- 
view primaiy gauges, plus-sized 
control knobs and optional 
21-centimetre touch-screen dis¬ 
play (a 10-centimetre screen is 
the base unit). But what really 
stands out is the absence of a 
floor shifter that has been re¬ 
placed by a console-mounted 
knob, just like the one in 
Chiysler’s Ram 1500 pickup. 

An issue with the previ¬ 
ous 200 was the old base four- 
cylinder engine that was shy 


on power and fuel efficiency. 
That has been rectified with 
a new 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
that produces 184 horsepower 
and 173 pound-feet of torque 
(up from the 173/166 rating of 


the previous 2.4). The engine, 
which is standard in Chiysler’s 
Jeep Cherokee and optional in 
the Dodge Dart, connects to a 
nine-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion that should help the 200 


achieve about 8.4 1/100 km in 
the city and 5.7 on the highway. 

The nine-speed is also 
mated to the optional 3.6-litre 
V6 that’s a mainstay in other 
Chiysler products. This particu¬ 
lar iteration makes 295 horse¬ 
power and 262 pound-feet. 

Although a front-whee drive 
vehicle, the 200 can be had 
with all-wheel-drive, but only if 
the V6 is ordered. 

In normal operating con¬ 
ditions, the rear axle is com¬ 
pletely disconnected, which 
Chrysler claims reduces para¬ 
sitic losses by up to 80 per cent 
when compared to other sys¬ 
tems with their continuously 
rotating axle shafts. That helps 
fuel economy and likely saves 
wear and tear on various drive- 
train components.

It’s a big week for Ford Mus¬ 
tang. The iconic sports coupe 
turns 50 years old and cele¬ 
brations are planned far and 
wide. 

Henry Ford II introduced 
the Mustang to the world on 
April 17,1964, at the World’s 
Fair in Flushing Meadows, 
New York, the same day it 
debuted in Ford showrooms 
across North America. 

Over 22,000 Mustangs 
were sold that day, and over 
400,000 during its first sales 
year, far exceeding expecta¬ 
tions.

Sea change. Latest 
batch of cop cars has 
big treads to fill

It’s a lowly full-sized sedan, 
but everyone knows its 
shape and what it stands for 
— especially when it finds 
your rearview mirror — the 
Ford Crown Victoria cop 
car. 

But all great runs must 
come to an end, and when 
the last of the more than 
10 million Crown Victorias 
rolled off the assembly line 
in September of 2011, the 
end of one automotive era 
ushered in the beginning of 
another. 

“The cop car market fol¬ 
lows the way the consumer 
market goes,” said Wayne 
Cunningham, senior editor 
of CNET Car Tech. “There 
has just sort of been a sea of 
change going on in the po¬ 
lice vehicle platforms, and 
the Crown Victoria couldn’t 
hold its place in the market 
any longer.” 

The Crown Victoria’s fall 
from grace after 15 years of 
dominance in the police- 
force market came as a re¬ 
sult of sagging sales, rising 
fabrication costs and an in¬ 
creased push for more fuel- 
efficient vehicles. Ford re¬ 
ports that demand levels for 
the Crown Victoria slipped 
by 60 per cent in its last dec¬ 
ade of production, and the 
vehicle was available only 
in fleet sales since the 2008 
model year through its dis¬ 
continuation in 2011. 

“The technology was 
catching up to the Crown 
Vic also,” said Lt. Jim Flegel, 
a Michigan State Police offi¬ 
cer with the MSP Precision 
Driving Unit. 

“Ford had to keep those 
vehicles up to date in terms 
of federal standards, and 
stuff all that money into 
the vehicle to keep meet¬ 
ing those standards. It just 
wasn’t feasible anymore, so 
(Ford) decided to go with a 
different platform that was 
going to meet all the federal 
safety standards.” 

The end of the Crown 
Vic era (1955-’56, 1979-’80 
and 1983-2011) opened the 
market for a vehicle void 
in North American police 
departments, though some 
agencies aren’t quite ready 
to dissolve the relationship. 

Before production 

ceased, the Austin Police 



Department in Texas stock¬ 
piled 176 Crown Victoria 
patrol cars to help serve and 
protect the city for years to 
come. 

Even with the end of 
the line for the Crown Vic, 
Ford didn’t quietly concede 
its place as the top manu¬ 
facturer of police vehicles 
in North America, unveil¬ 
ing for the 2012 model year 
its next-gen cop car with 
the Ford Police Intercept¬ 
or, which is built from the 
Taurus platform. 

But with deep loyalty to 
the reliable Crown Vic in 
many departments, ques¬ 
tions remained as to why 
Ford didn’t just tweak the 
Crown Victoria platform 
and replace the V8 engine

Cunningham said. “The ma¬ 
jor manufacturers are look¬ 
ing for platforms that are 
more versatile, modern and 
fuel-efficient, which will 
probably look more attract¬ 
ive from an accounting per¬ 
spective and a city budget 
perspective also.”

wheel drive platform. 

“The front-wheel drive 
was surprisingly a very 
predictable vehicle,” Flegel 
said of the performance 
testing results of the Ford 
models. 

“With front-wheel drive 
vehicles, you kind of ex¬ 
pect them to understeer 
(continue in a straight line 
when the steering wheel 
is turned). We did not get 
a whole lot of understeer 
with the new Interceptor.” 

But Ford didn’t pigeon¬ 
hole itself with a front- 
wheel drive only model. The 
company added an all-wheel 
drive version that comes 
with a 263-horsepower, 
3.5-litre V6, or the turbo¬ 
charged EcoBoost 3.5-litre 
with 365 horsepower and 
350 pound-feet of torque. 

“With the police that are 
used to their trusty Crown 
Vic, they might be a little 
suspicious of the new plat¬ 
form because it is a front- 
wheel drive platform,” Cun¬ 
ningham said. 

“But the all-wheel 
drive version within that 
platform adds to the fiex- 
ibility, and that may be 
something that brings the 
police forces on board with 
the all-wheel drive.” 

From the rear-wheel 
drive monster known as 
the Crown Victoria, to the 
sleek, fuel-efiicient, front- 
wheel drive Taurus, there 
is no turning back now. But 
immediate acceptance is 
often laced with loyalty. 

“As we say goodbye to a 
faithful old friend,” Monroe, 
Georgia, Police Department 
Chief Keith Glass told the 
Walton (Ga.) Tribune, “we 
look forward to the new and 
improved Police Intercept¬ 
ors, realizing they have big 
tire treads to fill.”

Drive over a nail with your 
tires, and there’s a good 
chance you’ll get a flat. But 
not all tires will leave you 
stranded. If you have a run- 
flat tire, you can still drive 
home, or to a shop that can 
flx it for you. 

Up until now, run-flat 
tires have only been avail¬ 
able for performance cars 
that left the factory with 
them. Bridgestone now of¬ 
fers a new line of run-flats, 
called DriveGuard, that can 
be put on mainstream cars 
that originally came with 
conventional tires, such as 
the Honda Civic or Toyota 
Camry. 

“The side of the road is 
not a fun place to be,” says 
Robert Saul, product man¬ 
ager of consumer tire sales 
for Bridgestone Americas. 
“We’re delivering new tech¬ 
nology to a much bigger 
audience than we have in 
the past, with a tire that’s 
capable of surviving punc¬ 
tures and air loss.” 

Run-flat tires have a 
special reinforced sidewall 
that’s capable of holding the 
vehicle’s weight even when 
they have no air in them.

Run-flat tires 
can also use their sidewalls to 
bear the weight if necessary. 


• You should check your 
tire pressure once a 
month. Tires that are low 
on air can compromise 
safety, and they also use 
more fuel. 


• Some cars include a 
sealant and pump kit, 
instead of a spare tire, to 
save space. 


enough room for a spare 
tire. However, their thicker, 
lower-profile sidewall usual¬ 
ly creates a very harsh ride. 

Bridgestone’s new tech¬ 
nology includes a special 
sidewall insert that lets en¬ 
gineers create a thinner, tall¬ 
er sidewall than on a regular 
run-flat. It can still hold up 
the vehicle if the tire loses 
air, but the ride is as smooth 
as with a conventional tire. 

Bridgestone says you can 
safely drive on a completely 
flat DriveGuard tire at 80 
km/h for 80 kilometres, and 
potentially much farther de¬ 
pending on road conditions 
and how fast you drive. The 
vehicle may pull slightly to 
one side, and the tire will 
make a rumbling sound, es¬ 
pecially on turns, but you 
will be able to stay in con¬ 
trol. 

Once you get to a shop, 
the tire will have to be re¬ 
moved from the rim and the 
interior examined to see if it 
can be repaired. 

All run-flat tires, includ¬ 
ing DriveGuard, can only 
be used on a car that has a 
tire pressure monitoring 
system, since the tires don’t 
necessarily look any differ¬ 
ent when they’re low on air. 

“You can be on a tire 
that’s under-inflated and 
not know it,” Saul says. 
“We need the system to 
warn you that the tire pres¬ 
sure has dropped to a point 
where you need to take ac¬ 
tion, because you might not 
know, otherwise.”
